CHANGE IN RIGHT OF 
WAY UNLIKELY 


(By Major B. Heckstall-Smith.) . 
London, November 24. 

At a meeting of the Permanent 
Committee of the Internationa] 
Yacht Racing Union, over which 
Sir William Barton presided at the 
Royal Thames Yacht Club yester- 
day, it was decided to place a limit 
upon the size of Genoz or balloon 
jibs inthe Six Metre and Eight 
Metre International Classes. These 
head sails have developed extra- 
ordinarily large dimensions in re- 
cent years, - 

The new rule is that the fair- 
lead for the sheet of these jibs on 
the deck of the vessel shal] not be 
more than 3 metres abaft the after 
side of the main mast in six-metre 
yachts, and not more than 4 
metres abaft the mast in eight- 
metre class yachts. 

New Rule 

4 further new rule was passed 
preventing the gooseneck of the 
mainboom being placed too high 
above the deck at the mast. The 
maximum height allowed for the 
boom above the deck will be 1.20 
metres in the six-metre class, and 
1.20 metres in the classes of eight 
to12 metre. : 

A rule was also passed debar- 
ring loose-footed mainsails in the 
classes of 12 metres and under. 

No limitation will be placed up- 
on the width of spinnakers in fu- 
tare in the classes ‘of. 12 metres 
and under, but the present limitz- 
tion of the length and luff ropes 
of spinnakers for these interna- 
tional classes -will remain un-
